Colorado shooting suspect 
makes first court appearance 



CENTENNIAL (AFP) - Sus¬ 
pected Colorado gunman 
James Holmes made his first 
appearance in court yesterday, 
orange-haired and seemingly 
bewildered, to face charges 
after one of America’s worst- 
ever mass shootings. 

The 24-year-old Holmes 
stared blankly as lawyers dis¬ 
cussed procedural arrange¬ 


ments with the Arapahoe 
County judge. He was later led 
out after the hearing, which 
lasted less than 10 minutes. 

He is accused of shooting 
dead 12 people and wounding 
58 others at a cinema Friday 
in Aurora, outside Denver, as 
young moviegoers packed the 
midnight screening of the lat¬ 
est Batman film, ’’The Dark 
Knight Rises. 

Holmes is scheduled to 
appear in court again next 
Monday to face arraignment 
and be formally charged over 
the massacre, and was or¬ 
dered to remain in custody 
with no bail allowed. 

A number of family mem¬ 
bers of victims were in the 
court in Centennial, and stared 
at Holmes throughout the brief 
appearance. He did not return 
their gazes, according to CNN. 

It was impossible to deter¬ 
mine if Holmes' behavior was 
the result of stress, drug-in¬ 
duced or perhaps an act.

Upon the invitation of the go¬ 
vernment of Aruba, two Epi¬ 
demiologists from CaribVet 
visited Aruba’s Veterinary 
Services Department. Carib¬ 
Vet is a relatively new net¬ 
work which works together 
with Veterinary Services in 
the Caribbean region, labora¬ 
tories, investigative institu¬ 
tions and other institutions in 
the region and internation¬ 
ally, such as the Food and 
Agricultural Organization 
(FAO) and the International 
Office des Epizooties (OIE), 
to improve the health of ani¬ 
mals and the veterinary pub¬ 
lic health. 

Their work covers the fol¬ 
lowing areas: 

• Improve regional 
strategies for the health of an¬ 


imals in the Caribbean so 
making the product more 
competitive 

• Improve and stan¬ 
dardize the control of animal 
diseases, including “early 


Aruba. Through this means 
they obtained an impression 
of the capacity of Aruba on 
areas of vigilance and the 
control of animal diseases. 
Within that context they vi¬ 
sited both the Veterinary 
Services and the Veterinary 
Laboratories, also the abat¬ 
toir, the wharf, the airport and 
the customs office. 

SNAT is a recognized 
method used to compare 
countries and also to identify 
areas of weakness and 
strengths in the area of epi¬ 
demiology, the control of an¬ 
imal diseases and public 
veterinary health. 

At the end of their work 
they paid a courtesy visit to 
the Aruba Minister of Public 
Health.

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During his three-month stay on 
Aruba, Professor Wubbo Ock- 
els promises to provide Aruba 
with a special ‘green’ automo¬ 
bile. This, reportedly, is one of 
the goals of the professor of 
sustainable energy for Aruba. 
During a radio talk show in the 
Netherlands, where the profes¬ 
sor was invited to share infor¬ 
mation about his recently 
signed agreement with Aruba’s 
Prime Minister, he divulged his 
plans and goal for his visit to 
Aruba. 

Ockels is expected to sail 
from Holland on his own yacht 
“Ecolution” in the month of 
November en route to Aruba. 
His yacht will dock here in the 
Oranjestad Harbor practically 
in front of Amba’s City Hall. In 
the three months while here, 
Ockels will assist in the realiza¬ 
tion of the government’s ambi¬ 
tion for a sustainable Aruba. 

The former Dutch astronaut 
indicated that meetings con¬ 
cerning sustainability can be 
held aboard his yacht Ecolu¬ 
tion. According to Ockels, 
Aruba is an example for the 
whole world, and in particular 
for his own Holland. The cir¬ 
cumstances on Aruba are ideal 
for becoming completely inde¬ 
pendent from fossil fuels. 
There is sufficient wind, sun 


and cold sea water. But, says 
Ockels, the process is yet to 
begin. In his view, in order to 
achieve the goal, we need lea¬ 
dership. By leadership, he does 
not mean the exchange of opi¬ 
nions, but a clear vision for the 
future, which he believes the 
Prime Minister of Aruba has. 

In the Dutch radio inter¬ 
view, Ockels explained that his 
intention is to work on the re¬ 
ceptivity of the Aruban people. 
Ockles indicated that.. .”a sus¬ 
tainable Aruba will not only 
help make the island cleaner, 
but at the same time must also 
be something pleasant. The 
people of Aruba are now faced 
with the high cost of electricity 
and Aruba is being contami¬ 
nated at the same time. We can 
offer an alternative that would 
be cheaper and cleaner. This 
will also be good for the 
tourism of Amba. A sustainable 
island will draw even more 
tourists. Aruba will become a 
happy energy island.” 

Says Ockels, an “eco-Aru- 
ban- mobile,” a 100% sustain¬ 
able automobile would be 
perfect in this sustainable 
process. The Amban character 
must be represented in this.

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Farmers soon to have well-functioning Santa Rosa holds interesting 
fresh water wells lecture on Wednesday 



The new Director of the Aruba 
Monument Fund, Anne Wit- 
senburg recently received a 
special invitation from Santa 
Rosa to, together with Nathalie 
Maduro of the Management 
Team of Santa Rosa, visit the 
different wells chosen for ren¬ 
ovation and to be put back into 
service for the use of our farm¬ 
ers. The government has re¬ 
cently agreed to have Santa 
Rosa reclaim the water wind¬ 
mills at Sabana Liber and Pos 
Grandi and place these under 
their management. 

The first well visited was 
the Pavia well, which will be 
the very first well to be saved 
from deterioration. Witsenburg 
was impressed with the large 
amount of water that this well 
contains and its relatively good 
condition. 

The next well was in Sa¬ 
bana Liber. This well need 
considerable repair work and is 
currently out of service be¬ 
cause of the lack of an appara¬ 
tus that Santa Rosa has ordered 
from Curacao in the meantime. 

The other wells visited 
were in Salina Cerca in the 
vicinity of a land parceling 


project, but which definitely 
would be useful to farmers in 
the Noord area and vicinity. 
They also visited the wells in 
Babijn, Ayo, Calabas, Mata- 
vidiri, Tamarijn, and in Bu- 
tucu. Santa Rosa is also 
investigating other wells that 
are also in fair conditions 
which can also be repaired 
rather quickly. 

All of the wells they visited 
were full with water. However, 
there were some that were cov¬ 
ered with cement or other 


structures probably for safety 
reasons. The Bucutu well was 
completely dry. They discov¬ 
ered a well of an old structure 
with a windmill at the entrance 
of Sero Preto which could cer¬ 
tainly be very useful. Next 
week Santa Rosa plans to in¬ 
spect this well more tho¬ 
roughly and inspect the qua¬ 
lity of the water. Depending on 
its condition, this well too will 
be put on the list of wells to be 
renovated.

With respect to the Salina 
Cerca well, Santa Rosa in¬ 
tends to petition the DIP to 
conserve the land where this 
post is situated because it 
would serve our Noord farm¬ 
ers very well. 

In view of the scarcity of 
rain water on the island, espe¬ 
cially for our farmers, Santa 
Rosa and the government are 
confident that these various 
wells will afford our farmers 
a lot of flexibility in obtain¬ 


ing fresh water to help with 
the production of their crops 
during the entire year instead 
of only during the rainy sea¬ 
son. 

On the other hand, the 
Aruba Monuments director, 
Witsenburg saw the benefits 
of renovating these wells and 
indicated that she would ex¬ 
plore the possibility for help¬ 
ing Santa Rosa with the funds 
for the renovation of the 
wells around the island. 


weapons 

RENO (AFP) - US President 
Barack Obama yesterday 
warned Syrian strongman 
Bashar al-Assad not to make 
the "tragic mistake" of deci¬ 
ding to unleash his stockpile of 
chemical weapons. 

Assad's beleaguered regime 
had earlier threatened to use 
such weapons if Syria faced in¬ 
ternational military interven¬ 
tion, although it vowed not to 
turn them against its own civi¬ 
lians. 

"Given the regime's stock¬ 
pile of chemical weapons, we 


will continue to make it clear 
to Assad and those around him 
that the world is watching," 
Obama told an audience of US 
veterans in the western state of 
Nevada. 

"They will be held accoun¬ 
table by the international com¬ 
munity and the United States 
should they make the tragic 
mistake of using those 
weapons," he said. 

Israel has also stepped up 
the rhetoric against Syria, 
warning it could take military 
action if any of its advanced 


weapons end up in the hands 
of Hezbollah. 

State Department spokes¬ 
woman Victoria Nuland said 
the issue of Syria's chemical 
weapons was among topics 
discussed earlier in July during 
US Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton's trip to Israel. 

"Like all countries in the 
neighborhood, it makes sense 
for there to be prudent plan¬ 
ning for self-defense," she said 
when asked about Israel's 
threat of military action.

111 killed in Iraq's deadliest day in 
two years 


BAGHDAD (AFP) - A wave 
of attacks across Iraq yesterday 
killed 111 people in the coun¬ 
try's deadliest day in two and a 
half years after Al-Qaeda 
warned it would mount new at¬ 
tacks and sought to retake ter¬ 
ritory. 

Officials said at least 235 
people were wounded in 28 
different attacks launched in 
19 cities, shattering a relative 
calm which had held in the 
lead-up to the start on Saturday 
of the holy Muslim fasting 
month of Ramadan. 

The violence drew condem¬ 
nation from the United Nations 
special envoy to Iraq, the 
country's parliament speaker, 
and neighbouring Iran. 

In yesterday's deadliest at¬ 
tack — a string of roadside 
bombs and a car bomb fol¬ 


lowed by a suicide attack tar¬ 
geting emergency responders 
in the town of Taj i — at least 42 
people were killed and 40 
wounded, according to two 
medical officials. 

In Baghdad, meanwhile, a 
car bomb outside a govern¬ 
ment office responsible for 
producing identity papers in 
the Shiite bastion of Sadr City 
killed at least 12 people and 
wounded 33 others, security 
and medical officials said. 

Two explosions in the Bagh¬ 
dad neighbourhoods of Hus- 
seiniyah and Yarmuk killed at 
least four people and wounded 
27 others, while a car bomb in 
the town of Tarmiyah, just 
north of the capital, killed one 
and hurt nine, officials said.

cally-mixed Diyala province 
killed 14 people and left 47 
others wounded, a security of¬ 
ficials said. 

Insurgents also launched at¬ 
tacks on a military base near 
the town of Dhuluiyah, killing 
at least 15 soldiers and leaving 
two others wounded, accord¬ 
ing to security officials. 

Two other attacks in the 
same province — a checkpoint 
shooting and a car bomb near 
a Shiite mosque — left three 
people dead and six wounded, 
officials said. 

Nine bomb blasts, some of 
them minutes apart, mean¬ 
while killed seven people and 
wounded 29 in Kirkuk city and 
the eponymous province's 
towns of Dibis and Tuz Khur- 
matu. 

Three different attacks — a 
car bomb, a roadside blast and 
a shooting — in the main north¬ 
ern city of Mosul and the 
nearby town of Baaj left nine 
people dead and seven 
wounded, according to reports. 


Huma Abedin gets extra

Huma Abedin's week got a bit 
scarier on Sunday when fed¬ 
eral officials ordered extra se¬ 
curity to her house after a New 
Jersey man threatened her. She 
is Hillary Clinton’s aide and 
Anthony Weiner's wife 

The New York Post is re¬ 
porting a Muslim man from 
New Jersey threatened Abedin 
after Michelle Bachman ac¬ 
cused her of having ties to the 
Muslim Brotherhood. 

The man was questioned by 
the NYPD but charges haven't 
been filed. 

The Muslim Brotherhood is 
calling the claims ridiculous.

Hong Kong battens down 
for typhoon

HONG KONG (AFP) - Hong 
Kong warned residents to stay 
indoors and halted public 
transport yesterday as Typhoon 
Vicente skirted the island, 
packing winds in excess of 140 
kilometres (87 miles) an hour. 

At least 34 people were in¬ 
jured in the extreme weather as 
authorities raised the typhoon 
warning to ten — the most se¬ 
vere level — for the first time 
in three years just after mid¬ 
night. 

Officials said the tropical 
storm was moving at 20 kilo¬ 
metres an hour toward the 
southern Chinese coast and 
would pass 100 kilometres

Report: World failing 
children in Syria 


BEIRUT (AFP) - The world is 
failing the children of Syria 
who face a "shockingly grave" 
plight as the conflict rages on 
and their right to live in peace 
is threatened, a British watch¬ 
dog said yesterday. 

"Syria: A war on Childhood" 
by the London-based organisa¬ 
tion War Child accuses both 
Syrian government forces and 
the opposition of failing to pro¬ 
tect children during the deadly 
16 months of conflict. 

"Syrian parties to conflict 
are guilty of war crimes," says 
the report, noting that the situa¬ 
tion of children in the unrest-hit 
country is "shockingly grave." 

"The treatment of children 
has been undeniably callous. 
Children and young people 
have been summarily massa¬ 
cred; illegally detained; sexual 
abused; used in combat; ab¬ 
ducted and tortured, denied 
schooling and access to human¬ 
itarian aid; and deliberately tar¬ 
geted in violent attacks." 

In a foreword, chief execu¬ 
tive Rob Williams said: "By the 
time we see the end of the con¬ 
flict in Syria it will be clear that 
children have paid a heavy 
price for the right to live in 
peace, go to school, and feel 
safe in their homes and com¬ 
munities." 

He charged that forces of 
Syrian President Bashar al- 
Assad's regime "and the militias 
it sponsors have shot, detained, 
tortured and sexually abused 


children throughout... since the 
uprising began." 

And likewise "opposition 
forces also stand charged with 
including children in their 
ranks, and failing to properly 
protect children when engaging 
in hostilities in civilian areas," 
he said. 

The report criticises the 
"lack of unity at the interna¬ 
tional level" and charges that 
the number of children killed in 
the conflict "increased signifi¬ 
cantly" since a UN-backed 
peace plan was approved for 
Syria. 

The British-based Syrian 
Observatory for Human Rights 
says that more than 19,000 peo¬ 
ple have been killed since the 
violence erupted in mid-March 
2011 when Syrians first took to 
the streets to protest against the 
regime. It is unclear how many 
of those are children but a total 
of more than 8,000 people have 
reportedly been killed since the 
plan brokered by peace envoy 
Kofi Annan technically went 
into effect in mid-April. 

Human rights groups esti¬ 
mate that about 1,200 children 
have died in 15 months of con¬ 
flict and UNICEF, the UN’s 
children's fund, said in Febru¬ 
ary that hundreds of children 
have been detained with reports 
of torture and sexual abuse. 

"We are failing Syria’s chil¬ 
dren. We must not continue to 
fail them in the future," said 
Williams.

Troops, rebels clash in Damascus 
neighbourhoods 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - Syrian 
regime troops and rebels 
clashed in several districts of 
Damascus and Aleppo, a 
watchdog said, adding that 52 
people were killed in violence 
across the strife-torn country 
yesterday. 

Clashes erupted in the 
Damascus district of Qadam 
and the outskirts of Kfar Sousa 
after troops raided areas of the 
capital including the flashpoint 
neighbourhood of Mazzeh, it 
said. 

According to the watchdog, 
residents whose homes were 
raided and shopkeepers tar¬ 
geted in the operation were 
"physically abused" by the 
troops. 

State news agency SANA 
said the army had "restored se¬ 
curity" in the Razi area of 


EU ready to 
evacuate 
nationals 
from Syria 
if necessary 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The Euro¬ 
pean Union is ready to evacu¬ 
ate its nationals from Syria via 
Cyprus if necessary and is 
watching the situation closely, 
EU officials said yesterday. 

"We are prepared for the 
worst," said Cypriot Home Af¬ 
fairs Minister Eleni Mavrou, 
whose country currently holds 
the EU helm. 

Speaking at informal talks 
between EU home affairs min¬ 
isters, she said the bloc was 
preparing a system to help 
move Europeans as well as cit¬ 
izens from third countries from 
Syria to their own countries. 

"We have experience of the 
evacuation from Lebanon and 
more recently with Libya," 
said the EU’s home affairs 
commissioner Cecilia Malm- 
stroem. "We can do it again.

the night to a number of neigh¬ 
bourhoods. 

It said that in the southern 
neighbourhood of Midan 
troops backed by 15 military 
transport vehicles had taken up 
positions at the Zein al-Abdin 
mosque, while two nearby dis¬ 
tricts were encircled by sol¬ 
diers. 

Syrian rebels "liberated" 
several districts of the northern 
city of Aleppo late yesterday, a 
Free Syrian Army spokesman 
in the country's commercial 
hub said. 


Ban: Use of chemical weapons 
in Syria would be reprehensible 


BELGRADE (AFP) - UN 
chief Ban Ki-Moon said yes¬ 
terday that the use of chemical 
weapons in Syria would be 
"reprehensible" after Damas¬ 
cus raised the possibility of 
using such arms if there was an 
attack from outside. 

"It would be reprehensible 
if anybody in Syria is contem¬ 
plating the use of such wea¬ 
pons of mass destruction like 
chemical weapons," Ban told 
reporters. 

Earlier yesterday, Syria ac¬ 
knowledged it had chemical 
weapons and said it would use 
them in the event of an "exter¬ 


nal aggression," though not 
against its own civilians. 

"What is a concern is that 
they are not parties to the Or¬ 
ganisation for the Prohibition 
of Chemical Weapons 
(OPCW)," said Ban. 

However, Ban stressed that 
"all the countries have an obli¬ 
gation not to use any weapons 
of mass destruction, whether 
they are parties or not to any 
convention or agreement". 

The OPCW is responsible 
for implementing the Chemi¬ 
cal Weapons Convention 
aimed at eliminating such 
weapons.

The turning point came 
when he was 30 years old: ”1 
no longer looked to hate any¬ 
one for anything, but simply to 
change the discriminatory re¬ 
actions facing me,” he wrote in 
his book. 

In 2011, Zekri, who is also 
an AIDS activist and has writ¬ 
ten about himself being HIV 
positive, met his future hus¬ 
band in South Africa, where 
they tied the knot in a civil 
wedding that year. 

Gay culture has flourished 
there since the fall of apartheid 
- which harshly penalised ho¬ 
mosexuality - in 1994, when 
South Africa enshrined equal 
rights in its constitution and al¬ 
lowed same-sex couples to 
marry and adopt. 

Other African nations sen¬ 
tence homosexuals to prison, 
as in Morocco, where homo¬ 
sexuality is punishable by six 
months to three years in 
prison, though it's tolerated 
provided practitioners don't 
flaunt their difference. 

When the pair wed again in 
a religious ceremony in the 
Paris suburbs in February, it 
was a symbolic step that won 
them threats and insults. 

"Visibility is a sensitive 
issue," Zahed said. 


PARIS (AFP) - A newlywed 
homosexual Frenchman is on 
a mission to prove that "being 
gay and Muslim is possible" 
after feeling forced for years to 
choose between his religion 
and sexuality. 

It took Algerian-born Lu- 
dovic-Mohamed Zahed, 35, 
two decades to come to terms 
with himself, but now that he's 
at peace he's made it his goal 
to fight Islamophobia and ho¬ 
mophobia. 

His call comes at a time 
when France, home to Eu¬ 
rope's largest Muslim commu¬ 
nity, is warming up to gay 
marriage. 

New Prime Minister Jean- 
Marc Ayrault, who took over 
after the Socialist victory in 
June elections ousted their 
conservative predecessors, 
promised this month to offer 
marriage and adoption rights 
to same-sex couples "in the 
first quarter of 2013". 

Zahed, a Ph.D. student in 
religious anthropology, mar¬ 
ried his fellow Muslim partner 
in South Africa, the continent's 
only country to recognise 
same-sex unions. Becoming a 
spokesman for the community 
was a long time in the making, 
a product of much soul- 
searching. 

"I think homosexuality, 
whatever one says, is not a 
choice," he wrote in his mem¬ 
oir "Le Coran et la chair" or 
"The Koran and the Flesh", 
published in March. 

"And you'd have to be crazy 
to choose to be homosexual 
when you come from my 
socio-cultural background." 

Homosexuality is consid¬ 
ered a criminal offence in most 
Arab states and is "strictly pro¬ 
hibited" by Islam, said Abdal¬ 
lah Zekri, a member of the 
French Council of the Muslim 
Faith which acts as an official 
interlocutor with the French 
state. 

"No imam, unless self-pro- 
claimed, can officiate a gay 
wedding," he told AFP. 


But that did not stop Zahed 
from following up his 2011 
South African nuptials with a 
symbolic religious "marriage" 
officiated by an imam in the 
Paris suburbs this year. 

Although associations for 
the gay faithful - like David et 
Jonathan for Christians and 
Beit Haverim for Jews - have 
been around for decades in 
France, until recently there 
was no group for Muslim 
gays. 

In 2010, Zahed founded 
Homosexual Muslims in 
France (HM2F), which counts 
270 members. 

"To be gay and Muslim is 
possible," the slender, bespec¬ 
tacled Zahed wrote in his 
book. "However the road is 
still long."

Born in Algeria and raised 
in a poor neighbourhood of the 
17th district in Paris, Zahed 
displayed early effeminate ten¬ 
dencies, prompting regular 
beatings from a brother who 
hoped it would "teach me to be 
a man." 

His father, who sensed 
Zahed was gay, repeatedly told 
him he'd prefer to "break my 
back and bury me alive rather 
than see me become like that," 
Zahed said. 

Finding refuge in religion, 
Zahed paid regular visits to 
Salafists, Muslims who advo¬ 
cate a strict interpretation of 
Islamic law, when on holiday 
in Algeria. 

But as an adult, his homo¬ 
sexuality bubbled up to the 
surface. With the sexuality 
strongly frowned upon by his 
community, Zahed experi¬ 
enced "great suffering". 

"I told myself, 'you must 
choose' and I violently rejected 
Islam," he said. "A long spiri¬ 
tual void" followed amid years 
of unhappiness. 

When he came out to his 
family, his father accepted it, 
but his mother cried every 
night for two months and he

Cancer-causing toxin found in 
Chinese baby formula

BEIJING (AFP) - A Chinese 
dairy has been ordered to sus¬ 
pend production after a can¬ 
cer-causing toxin was found in 
its infant formula, China's 
quality watchdog said Mon¬ 
day, in the country's latest milk 
scare. 

Ava Dairy Co. Ltd has 
started a recall after high lev¬ 
els of aflatoxin, which is 
caused by mould, was found in 
products made between July 
and December, the watchdog 
said, according to the official 
Xinhua news agency. 

The affected formula was 
mainly sold to supermarkets in 
Hunan and Guangdong, said 
Li Yuanping, spokesman for 


China's General Administra¬ 
tion of Quality Supervision, 
Inspection and Quarantine. 

China is trying to crack 
down on product safety vio¬ 
lations to reassure citizens 
and restore faith in the gov¬ 
ernment after a series of high- 
profile scandals. 

The latest case comes just 
a month after dairy maker 
Yili began recalling batches 
of baby formula when author¬ 
ities found they contained high 
levels of mercury. 

And in December, aflatoxin 
was found in milk produced 
by another leading dairy com¬ 
pany, Mengniu Dairy Group. 


Milk was at the centre of 
China's biggest food safety 
scandal in 2008 when the in¬ 
dustrial chemical melamine 
was found to have been ille¬ 
gally added to dairy products 
to give the appearance of 
higher protein content. 

At least six babies died and 
another 300,000 became ill 
after drinking milk tainted 
with melamine. 

Aflatoxins can be found in 
milk after cows consume feed 
contaminated by mould and 
can increase the risk of cancer, 
including liver cancer, accord¬ 
ing to the World Health Or¬ 
ganisation.

Moody's downgrades Nokia credit 
rating, outlook negative

(AFP) International ratings 
agency Moody's on Monday 
downgraded the long-term 
debt of Nokia by two notches, 
to "Ba3", cautioning the 
Finnish mobile phone giant 
would likely suffer even 
deeper than expected losses 
going forward. 

"Nokia's transition in the 
smartphone business will 
cause deeper operating losses 
and consequently cash con¬ 
sumption in the coming quar¬ 
ters than we had previously 
assumed," the ratings agency 
said in a statement, adding that 
the outlook on all of Nokia's 
ratings remained negative. 

Moody's had bumped Nokia 
to "junk" status in June, two 
months after the two other 
large ratings agencies, Stan¬ 
dard and Poor's and Fitch, but 
the drop to Ba3 places the 
Finnish mobile phone maker 
four notches below investment 
grade. 


Monday's downgrade came 
after Nokia last Thursday re¬ 
ported far worse-than-ex- 
pected second quarter results, 
posting a net loss of 1.41 bil¬ 
lion euros ($1.74 billion), 
about four times their loss of 
368 million euros during the 
same period a year earlier and 
more than double the loss an¬ 
ticipated by analysts. 

Nokia, which recently lost 
its ranking of 14 years as the 
world's biggest mobile phone 
maker, dramatically changed 
its strategy a year and a half 
ago, deciding to phase out its 
Symbian smartphones in 
favour of a partnership with 
Microsoft. 

But Moody's said it was 
disappointed with Nokia's out¬ 
look and cautioned that its new 
Lumia smartphones, which the 
company is counting on to 
help it survive stiff competi¬ 
tion from RiM's Blackberry, 
Apple's iPhone and handsets 


running Google's Android 
platform, were loss-making. 

The ratings agency also 
stressed there was no guaran¬ 
tee Nokia's highly anticipated 
Windows Phone 8, set to 
launch later this year, would 
help it get back in the black. 

Nokia meanwhile said it 
was disappointed with the 
downgrade, but insisted in a 
statement that "its impact on 
the company is limited." 

Following Monday's an¬ 
nouncement, Nokia saw its 
share price drop 3.02 percent 
to 1.38 euros a piece in after¬ 
noon trading on a Helsinki 
stock exchange down 3.04 per¬ 
cent.

ECB continues to hold 
back on bond purchases 

FRANKFURT (AFP) - The from the start, with critics say- 
European Central Bank re- ing the ECB was overstepping 
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mains reluctant to restart its 
program of buying up bonds of 
eurozone nations, data sug¬ 
gested yesterday, despite spe¬ 
culation it might do so again 
soon amid market turmoil. 

According to data pub¬ 
lished on the ECB's website, 
the central bank did not buy 
any sovereign bonds last week, 
as it has not done since Febru¬ 
ary. 

The ECB first launched its 
bond-buying blitz under the 
Securities Market Program 
(SMP) in 2010 to help debt- 
wracked eurozone countries 
that were finding it difficult to 
drum up financing in capital 
markets. 

But the SMP has lain virtu¬ 
ally dormant since February 
following the ECB's moves to 
pump more than one trillion 
euros ($1.22 trillion) into the 
banking system via three-year 
funding operations in Decem¬ 
ber and February. 

Yields on Spanish govern¬ 
ment bonds jumped to record 
highs yesterday as investors 
turned increasingly sceptical 
about government efforts to 
stabilise a stricken banking 
system and the public finances.

Rich Latin Americans hid '$2 trillion' 
in tax havens 


SAO PAULO (AFP) - The 
wealthiest people in 33 Latin 
American and Caribbean na¬ 
tions stashed more than $2 tril¬ 
lion of assets in offshore tax 
havens between 1970 and 
2010, an independent tax- 
transparency group has said. 

The British-based Tax Jus¬ 
tice Network (TJN) said in a 
report released Sunday that the 
exact figure, $2,058 trillion, 
compares with a combined for¬ 
eign debt of $1.01 trillion for 
those countries. 

The report, written by 
James Henry, former chief 
economist at McKinsey & 
Company, the global manage¬ 
ment consulting firm, esti- 


WTO to examine China rare 
earths dispute, says source 



GENEVA (AFP) - The World 
Trade Organization (WTO) is 
to investigate China's export 
restrictions on rare earths, a 
source close to the organiza¬ 
tion said yesterday. 

The decision was taken at a 
meeting of the trade arbiter's 
Dispute Settlement Body 
(DSB) after a request by the 
European Union, the United 
States and Japan. 

An earlier call for DSB ar¬ 
bitration was blocked on July 
10 by China, which is accused 
of unfairly choking off exports 
of rare earths, tungsten and 
molybdenum to benefit do¬ 
mestic industries. The US 
claims that China sets export 
quotas, duties and other re¬ 
strictions that make the prod¬ 
ucts increasingly expensive. 

In response China's WTO 
delegation said it "regrets that 
the complaining parties request 
the DSB to establish a panel on 


these disputes for a second 
time," adding that its policies 
"are aimed at protecting natu¬ 
ral resources and achieving 
sustainable economic develop¬ 
ment". 

China had "no intention of 
protecting the domestic indus¬ 
try through means that would 
distort trade," the delegation 
said, adding that it would co¬ 
operate with the panel. 

According to Beijing, the 
country produces more than 90 
percent of the world's rare 
earths but its has only 23 per¬ 
cent of global reserves.The 
products are used in high-tech 
equipment ranging from iPods 
to missiles. 

China has so far granted 
companies the right to export 
21,226 tons of rare earths this 
year. In 2011, the government 
granted rare earth export quo¬ 
tas of 30,200 tons but only 
18,600 tons were exported. 


mated that $21-$32 trillion in 
unrecorded wealth is stashed in 
such tax havens as Switzerland 
and the Cayman Islands. 

The survey notably looked 
at the unrecorded capital 
flows, offshore assets and off¬ 
shore earnings of wealthy indi¬ 
viduals in 33 of the 40 
countries that make up the 
Latin American and Caribbean 
region, during the 1970-2010 
period. 

Rich Brazilians were found 
to have placed $519.5 billion in 
offshore tax havens, ranking 
fourth in the world after their 
counterparts from China ($1.2 
trillion), Russia and South 
Korea (each with $779 billion). 

In Latin America, the 
Brazilians were followed by 
Mexicans ($417.5 billion), 
Venezuelans ($405 billion), Ar¬ 
gentinians (399.1 billion) while 
counterparts from 29 other re¬ 
gional countries stashed a com¬ 
bined $316.4 billion. 

Those offshore assets com¬ 
pared with 2010 foreign debts 


of $324.5 billion for Brazil, 
$186.4 billion for Mexico, 
$129.6 billion for Argentina, 
$55.7 billion for Venezuela 
and a total of $317.3 billion for 
the 29 other countries. 

According to Henry, those 
assets are "protected by a 
highly paid, industrious bevy 
of professional enablers in the 
private banking, legal, ac¬ 
counting and investment in¬ 
dustries taking advantage of 
the increasingly borderless, 
frictionless global economy". 

The report, titled "Inequal¬ 
ity: You don't know the half of 
it: Or why inequality is worse 
then we thought", found that 
the top 10 private banks man¬ 
aged more than $6 trillion in 
2010, up from $2.3 trillion five 
years earlier. 

Henry based his findings on 
data from the International 
Monetary Fund, the World 
Bank and the Bank of Interna¬ 
tional Settlements, a body 
which coordinates financial 
services regulations.

"There are some people 
who look at the sick and look 
for reasons to blame them," he 
said, adding that fear of isola¬ 
tion often prevents people 
from seeking testing and treat- 

Studio withholds 
box office data 
after Batman

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Warner Brothers is withhold¬ 
ing data on weekend box of¬ 
fice takings from "The Dark 
Knight Rises" out of respect 
for victims of the Colorado 
massacre, a studio spokes¬ 
woman announced. 

The announcement came 
as industry daily Variety re¬ 
ported that the Batman movie 
finale made an estimated $75 
million in the US on Friday, 
the third biggest opening ever. 

Rival studios, including 
Disney, Sony and Universal, 
have followed suit in saying 
they will not report box office 
takings, Variety reported. 

Variety cited rival studios’ 
data for its $75 million esti¬ 
mate for Friday takings, 
which include midnight 
Thursday screenings like the 
one in Colorado, where 12 
people were killed and 58 in¬ 
jured in shooting. 

The box office figure, if 
confirmed, would put the Bat¬ 
man movie third behind last 
year’s "Harry Potter and the 
Deathly Hallows: Part 2," 
which earned $91.1 million, 
and this year’s blockbuster 
"The Avengers," with $80.8 
million, Variety said. 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - The 
head of one of the most impor¬ 
tant Muslim shrines in India 
has complained about Bolly¬ 
wood stars misusing the site to 
pray for their "sinful" films to 
be commercially successful. 

Zainul Abedin Ali Khan, 
who leads the organisation in 
charge of the Ajmer shrine in 
Rajasthan, said that celebrity 
pilgrims were appealing for 
movies that often featured im¬ 
moral subjects that insulted 
Islam. 

The shrine to sufi saint 
Muin-ud-din Chishti, who died 
in Ajmer in the 13th century, is 
one of south Asia's most im¬ 
portant pilgrimage sites, at¬ 
tracting millions of Muslim 
and non-Muslim devotees 
from around the world every 
year. 

Khan did not name any 
stars, but glamorous actresses 


Katrina Kaif and Kareena 
Kapoor, veteran leading man 
Amitabh Bachchan and heart- 
throb Shah Rukh Khan are 
among many Bollywood per¬ 
sonalities to have visited in the 
past. 

"Most of the films today are 
full of obscenity, double mean¬ 
ing words and expressions," 
Khan explained. "It is hateful 
and sinful. 

"I strongly condemn and 
object to the visit of film ac¬ 
tors, actresses, directors and 
producers to the dargah 
(shrine) to seek blessings for 
such things which are taboo."

Ultimately, with the 
other runners starting to come close and with Pietri so 
tantalizingly close to the end, Olympic officials actually 
decided to PROP HIM UP across the finish line! Natu¬ 
rally, the United States protested this when their repre¬ 
sentative, John Hayes, crossed the finishing line next, 
and their protest was upheld. Pietri was disqualified and 
Hayes was the Gold Medalist. 


LONDON (AFP) - Bradley Wiggins is targeting Olympic 
gold after pedalling his way into the history books with 
Britain's first ever victory in the Tour de France. The 32- 
year-old Londoner surged to a memorable victory in cy¬ 
cling's most prestigious event on Sunday but wasted no 
time in turning his attention to his challenge at his home¬ 
town Olympics. Wiggins admitted that adding to the 
three gold medals he has already accumulated at the 
2004 and 2008 Olympics would not necessarily top his 
Tour win, which he described as the "greatest day of my 
sporting life." Meanwhile Wiggins awoke on Monday to 
find images of his Tour win splashed across the front 
pages of Britain's press many said Wiggins could now 
expect to be honoured with a knighthood for his achieve¬ 
ment while some reports speculated he may also now 
enter the frame as the man to light Olympic flame at Fri¬ 
day's opening ceremony.

On the track, Bolt, a triple 
gold-medallist in Beijing in the

relay, faces a mouthwatering 
showdown with Jamaican 
team-mate Yohan Blake in the 
100m final on August 5. 

Bolt holds the world record 
of 9.58sec but Blake is the 
world champion and the in¬ 
form sprinter this season, get¬ 
ting the better of his senior 
partner in the Jamaican trials 
last month. 

In the pool, Phelps, whose 
eight golds in Beijing took his 
medal tally to 14, needs five 
more to surpass the all-time 
record of 18 set by Soviet 
gymnast Larisa Latynina be¬ 
tween 1956 and 1964. 

Like Bolt, the 27-year-old 


Phelps also faces a national 
rival in the shape of Ryan 
Lochte, a triple Olympic 


champion, who can put a huge 
hole in his rival's dreams when 
the two clash in the 200m and 
400m medleys.

NEW YORK (AFP) - Penn 
State’s football team, one of 
the most successful and lucra¬ 
tive US college sports ma¬ 
chines, was crippled Monday 
with a heavy fine and a four- 
year playoff ban over a child 
sex abuse scandal. 

The punishment for man¬ 
agement's response to evi¬ 
dence of serial sex abuse by a 
top coach completed the fall 
from grace for Penn State's 
team, and shed light on the 
broader issue of ethical prob¬ 
lems in US university sports. 

The National Collegiate 
Athletic Association, the gov¬ 
erning body, said it had re¬ 
jected shutting down the team 
altogether, but described the 
penalties as severe and lam¬ 
basted what it called leader¬ 
ship failures and a warped 
team culture. 

NCAA president Mark Em- 
mert said "an argument can be 
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made that the egregiousness of 
the behavior in this case is 
greater than any other seen in 
NCAA history." 

The team must pay a $60 
million fine — the equivalent 
of one year's income, which 
will go to child abuse charities 
— and it will be banned from 
postseason bowl games for 
four years. That, along with a 
cut in scholarships, is likely to 
drive star players to leave for 
other colleges, crippling the 
team. 

In addition, the official 
record from 1998 through 
2011 will be altered to remove 
the many victories that had 
made recently deceased head 
coach Joe Paterno the coach 
with the most wins in the 
country. 

Paterno was never crimi¬ 
nally charged, but the leg-

This is not a fair or thoughtful 
action; it is a panicked re¬ 
sponse to the public's under¬ 
standable revulsion at what 
Sandusky did."

Amid gripes about security 
and transport, colourful Lon¬ 
don mayor Boris Johnson hit 
out at critics of the Olympics, 
saying the city was about to 
stage the greatest show on 
Earth. 

However, one subject the 
British enjoy discussing — the 
weather — continues to be at 
the forefront. 

After a wet and chilly sum¬ 
mer, temperatures are expected 
to reach the high twenties by 
the time the Games officially 
get underway with Friday's 
opening ceremony.

Eurotunnel expects 
Olympic boost but 
shares tumble 
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(AFP) - Eurotunnel said Mon¬ 
day it expected a boost in pas¬ 
senger numbers from the 
London Olympics but its 
shares tumbled after it an¬ 
nounced a first-half profit that 
was lower than expected. 

The operator of the Chan¬ 
nel tunnel rail link between 
Britain and France announced 
stable first-half net profits of 
five million euros ($6.1 mil¬ 
lion), but analysts said the re¬ 
sult did not meet expectations. 

Eurotunnel shares were 
down 5.67 percent in Paris at 
around 1200 GMT to 5.92 
euros. 

’’Operating profit was 
seven percent lower than our 
expectations, at 129 million 
euros instead of the expected 
139 million. The difference is 
essentially explained by 
higher costs than our esti¬ 
mates,” said Eric Lemarie, an 


analyst at Aurel BGC. 

Eurotunnel said it expected 
passenger numbers to get a 
boost from the Olympics, 
starting in London on July 27. 

’’The full effect of the 
Olympics in July, the post- 
Olympics effect ... and the 
fact that our second half is al¬ 
ways better than our first half 
gives us great confidence,” 
Eurotunnel chief Jacques 
Gounon told a conference 
call. 

In anticipation of the 
Games, Eurotunnel has added 
capacity and boosted train 
speeds to accommodate more 
traffic. 

The company’s first-half 
revenues were up 14 percent 
to 473 million euros while 
earnings before interest, tax, 
depreciation and amortisation 
(EBITDA) were up three per¬ 
cent to 205 million euros. 
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
